DR. RODNEY SCHNECK, Associate Professor 
of Business Administration and Commerce, 
has been granted $32,000 by the Canada 
Council to support research on the deter- 
minants and effects of organizational power. 
Dr. Schneck’s research and the Canada 
Council grant will be shared by Professors 
D. J. DICKSON and C. R. HININGS, both of 
England, who will work here next year. 

A grant of $16,200 was awarded by the 
Canada Council to DR. CHRISTIAN BAY, Pro- 
fessor and Head of Political Science. Dr. 
Bay’s project, which will be carried out in 
collaboration with DR. PATRICIA RICHMOND, 
Assistant Professor of Sociology, will study 
the connection between individual person- 
ality and political attitudes. 

Six other staff members from the Uni- 
versity received grants in the recent dis- 
bursement of $899,365 by the Canada Coun- 
cil. 

DR. JAMES C. HACKLER, Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Sociology, received $8,000 in 
support of research on the affects of various 
characteristics of a community on juvenile 
delinquency. 

Grants of less than $5,000 were awarded 
to DR. COLLETTLE DIMIC, Assistant Professor 
of Germanic Languages and General Lingu- 
istics and Romance Languages, for research 
on French literature; to MILAN DIMIC, Assist- 
ant Professor of German, for research on 
Germanic languages; to DR. AHMAD H. 
QURESHI, Assistant Professor of English; to 
DR. MARY RECKORD, Assistant Professor of 
History; and to SANDRA MUNN, Assistant 
Professor of Music. 

DR. KELLOGG V. WILSON, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Computing Science and Psychol- 
ogy, delivered a paper entitled “The Im- 
portance of Grammars and Lists in Pattern 
Recognition” at the international conference 
on Pattern Recognition, held at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba in May. The theme of 
the conference was “The Retina and the 
Machine.” 


DR. LEW WILSON, Associate Professor of 
Elementary Education, has accepted an ap- 
pointment as Director of Speech Education 
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at Eastern Washington State College in 
Cheney, Washington. 

DR. DAVID FRIESEN, Associate Professor of 
Educational Administration, delivered a 
paper entitled “Education in the Eighties” 
at the British Columbia Trustee Leadership 
Seminar in Vernon, British Columbia, on 
June 1. 

DR. J. P. DAS, Research Professor in the 
Centre for the Study of Mental Retardation, 
presented a paper entitled “Cultural De- 
privation and Cognitive Growth” at the 
International Conference on the Social- 
Cultural Aspects of Mental Retardation, 
sponsored by the National Institute of 
Mental Health in the United States. The 
conference, one of a series recommended 
by President Kennedy’s Panel on Mental 
Retardation, took place last week at the 
George Peabody College for Teachers in 
Nashville, Tennessee.

ARTHUR ERDELYI, Professor of Mathe- 
matics at the University of Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, was a guest of the Department of 
Mathematics from June 10 to June 13. He 
delivered two lectures on Asymptotics dur- 
ing his stay. 


Canada Council grant to Library 


The University Library has received a 
grant of $61,000 from the Canada Council 
to support acquisitions in specialized fields 
of the social sciences and humanities. The 
grant was the fourth highest among 31 
universities which received a total of one 
million dollars for the same purpose. 

The largest portion of the grant, $13,000, 
will be used for acquisitions in the field of 
English. History and Germanic languages 
have been alloted $8,000 each. Political 
Science receives $7,000, Economics $6,000, 
Romance Languages $5,000, and Slavonic 
Languages and Education $4,000 each. 
Classics and Anthropology will benefit by 
acquisitions totalling $3,000 each. 

The grants come in the wake of a state- 
ment by Jean Boucher, Director of the 
Canada Council, that Canada must double 
its university library holdings to keep up 
to international standards. 

In making the grants, the Canada Coun- 
cil considered the level of postgraduate 
activity, the amount spent by the univer- 
sities themselves on purchases, and the spe- 
cialized character of proposed acquisitions. 
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The University’s grant was exceeded only 
by those of the Universities of Toronto, 
British Columbia and Montreal, all of whom 
received $64,000. Laval University also re- 
ceived $61,000. 

A grant of $50,000 to McMaster Univer- 
sity represents one-third of the Canada 
Council’s contribution toward the purchase 
price of the papers and library of Bertrand 
Russell. The University of Toronto also 
received a separate grant toward the acqui- 
sition of a special collection of Turkish 
literature and history. 


Botanical Gardens open to public 


The University of Alberta Botanical 
Gardens and Field Laboratory near Devon 
are again open to the public this summer. 

The Gardens will be open every other 
Wednesday from 2 to 8 p.m. during June, 
July, August and September, beginning 
Wednesday, June 12. 

They cover 80 acres of land and contain 
about 1,700 varieties of hardy shrubs and 
plants suitable to Northern Alberta gardens. 

Started about eight years ago to experi- 
ment with various garden plants and deter- 
mine which were adaptable to the short 
Alberta growing season, the Gardens are 
working plots, not a showplace. Women 
visitors are advised to wear low-heeled shoes. 

The Gardens are located just east of 
Highway 60 about nine and one-half miles 
south of Highway 16 west.

Divorced males and soft drinks 


The DBS Weekly, a publication of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, reports that 
only 79.9 per cent of Canada’s divorced 
males live in urban areas, whereas 91.6 
per cent of the divorced females are city 
dwellers. 

In the married population, however, the 
percentage of males and females living in 
cities is almost identical, with the females 
outnumbering the males by less than half 
a percentage point. 

The Weekly goes on to say that the 
April production of soft drinks in Canada 
totalled 23,338,884 gallons, an increase of 
about 27 percent over last year’s produc- 
tion in April. However, in April this year, 
milk production was down 0.3 percent to 
138,363,000 quarts.
